Hatters Menacing In Clilll. 

VALPARAISO, Doc. !). — The substance of 
President Harrison's statement of Chilian 
affairs was received to-day, and is a subject 
of universal comment. It is regarded by 
tho Chilians us decidedly menacing a rup- 
ture between the two countries, as it is not 
believcd,that the Chilian Government will 
consent either to an apology or any material 
indemnity. The majority in Congress are 
known to be opposed to uny concessions, 
and tho Chilian Government; although pos- 
sessed of .great influence, would lind it difii- 
cult to carry the necessary support for any j 
humiliating measures. Jt is now no secret | 
that tho.jGovernment is proceeding actively ' 
with warlike preparations in anticipation of 
hostilities, possibly with other powers, and 
probably with] the United States. The 
situation is complicated by Spain's demand 
for a large indemnity. The Chilians have 
always detested the Spaniards, and. tho 
hatred is quickened by this demand, which 
the Chilians say is presented now in order 
to take advantage of existing difficulties. 
The general sentiment indicates that they 
would challenge Spain if they bad not the 
United Stales to deal with, and an Atneri- 
. can official expressed the opinion, today, 
j that the Chilians might conclude to settle 
with the Americans in order to defy the 
Spaniards. Admiral Schley, this evening, 
declines to express any opinion fertile 
public as to the President's message, but it 
was evident thut ho was not pleased with it. 

Lit} men nut in Itead In t'tnicli. 

London, Dec. '.).— Tho Bishop of Liver- 
pool lias forbidden the granting of permis- 
sions to laymen to read prayers in churches. 
It is believed that this prohibition is direct- 
ed against tho Hon. Mr. Gladstone, who 
read prayers in Liverpool last Sunday, as 
he is accustomed to do in. the parish church 
at Hawardtn.

WASHINGTON, Dec. !).— President Harri 
son's third annual message gives a summary 
of the work of tho State Department during 
the past year. It .states that reciprocal 
trade arrangements have been conclude.! 
with Brazil, with Spain for its West India 
possessions, and with San Domingo. Like 
negotiations with other countries have been 
much advanced, and it is hoped that before 
the close of the year further definite trade 
trade arrangements of great value will be 
concluded. ' Tho President states that an 
agreed basis of arbitration has been reached 
in regard to the Retiring Sea fisheries ; that 
American pork lias been admitted to Ger- 
many, Denmark, Italy, Austria, Franco. 

The course of the administration in the 
imbroglio with Chili is recited, with the 
statement that an appeal now lies for con- 
struction by the highest tribunal of the 
neutrality laws as involved in the case ol 
the seized steamship Itata. The proffered 
good officers of our government to i ll ict a 
peaceful adjustment of the d's urlanc sin 
Chili were unavailing. Our minister and 
naval officers were instructed to maintain a 
policy of absolute impartiality and non-in- 
terference. This was all done to the Presi- 
dent's entire satisfaction. No official com- 
plaints have been laid against Minister 
Kguu, and Mr. Harrison deplore', the hostil- 
ity manifested toward Minister Egun in un- 
official quarters. The Valparaiso incident, 
when American sailors were maltreated by 
citizens and police, was culled to the atten- 
tion of the Chilian government, which re- 
plied in an offensive lone. An investigation 
is in progress, the result of which will bo 
the subject of a special message. 

Tho President warmly commends the 
working of the McKinloy tariff, and cites 
statistics of the imports and exports to 
demonstrate that the country's prosperity 
has increased. He deplores any agitation 
for radical changes in the law. The Presi- 
dent recommends that the existing laws 
regarding silver coinage be given a full trial. 
He believes that the free coiuageof silver un- 
der present conditions work disaster to our 
business interests at homo and abroad. 
It is his desire that full coin use of sil- 
ver shall be made sosoonas the co operation 
of other nationB can be secured and a ra tio 
fixed. Bi-metalisni is the desired end. Tho 
President urges such legislation as will check 
the successful entrance into tho United 
States from Canadian points of the Chinese. 

Commend ddc progress bus been made 
in the esiabllKhm'.T..' jf coast defences. The 
army and navy are reported in good con : 
dition. The President believes that the 
civil service law u being executed with im- 
partiality. Considerable space in the mes- 
sage is devoted to the matter-ipf federal 
elections. After treating of pensions, mails; 
subsidies, etc., the President concludes by 
saying that he is greatly rejoiced to notice 
many evidences of the increased' unification 
of our people and of a revived national 
spirit.

"WasiUSCTON, Dec. S.— The Democratic 
caucus reached a nomination for the Speak- 
ership of the House after :10 ballots had 
been taken. Springer, one of the candi- 
dates, cast tho deciding vote, tho 115th, a 
majority of Democratic members, for Crisp. 
The la t ballot stood : Crisp Hi), Mills 105, 
Springer -1, Stevens 1. 

When the bouse convened there was a 
large crowd present. At noon Clerk Mc- 
pherson called that body to order and on 
motion of Holman the election of Speaker 
was proceeded with. Mr. Holman placed 
in nomination Crisp, of Georgia. \ Mr.

The street committee toecom mended that 
Mr. Sorby 's letter, referring to the want of 
'o 'at the Five Sisters' block bo re- 
ferred to tho eewugo committee; thut a cul- 
vert bo put, in, on the corner of Bridge and 
Henry street*; that the sidewxlk in front of 
St. Joseph's Hospital was good enough for 
the present; that a four-foot sidewalk be 
laid on South road, cast of Fernwood road, 
ana a similar one on the north side of 
Toronto street; that a six-toot sidewalk bo 
laid on each side of Boyd street, and that a 
stone crossing be laid on Valos street from 
Langly street. The report was adopted. 



33 tho Trustees have power 

" to appoint the number of teachers for 
whose salaries provision has been made in 
the estimates." 1 am of opinion that the 
Trustees cannot make any such appoint- 
ment s as aro mentioned in the question. 
(See also answet to next question.) 

'2d. If the Council of Public Instruction, 
to meet an exigency, provide salaries in 
excess of the estimates for two monitors to 
assist certain specified teachers and the 
Trustees agree to this by appointing the two 
monitors to the places suggested, can the 
Trustees afterwards change that arrange- 
ment in opposition to the Council of Public 
not being in the estimates the Trustees 
Instruction"; Answer. Tho salaries of 
these monitors could not appoint 
them," not having funds to pay 
lo pay them. The government, on prom- 
ising to pay for these extra monitors, 
could impose terms as to the classes in 
liich they were to be employed, anil on 
tho terms being violated could withdraw 
the funds und the monitors would have to 
leave for want of pay. The scopo of tho 
statute semis to me to be this: The Legis- 
lature provide funds for teachers, naming 
the number for each school. The Trustees 
have power to appoint, up to this num- 
ber, according to the scheme in tho Act; 
the government pay the salaries from lime 
to time, und periodically are reimbursed 
by the city in one-half, but if the govern- 
ment, ex gratia, furnish or agree to p iy 
for two more teachers than are in the esti- 
mates it is a question if the city is obliged 
to reimburse the government one-half of 
these salaries. In the first part of Sec- 
tion 33 it is enacted that " the Board shall 
have power, and it shall be its duty, to 
provide Dullieient school accommodation 
and tuition free of charge to children be- 
tween six and sixteen years, and for turli 
purpose (tint is to provide accommoda- 
tion and tuition) shall have power 
to appoint the number of teachers in the 
estimates. " So that their duty ami power 
as to teachers are confined to those in the 
estimates. It is unnecessary to enquire 
what po-ition those monitors do actually 
occupy, for, if the government withdraw 
their salaries it is not likely they will 
remain. 1 do not think the Trustees can 
pay these salaries out of monies in their 
hands, nor can the city pay them. 

3d. Wus an order of the Trustees, dated 
Octobtr 22d, 1891 (marked A, and attached 
hereto) directing the Principal of the Roys' 
School to make certain changes in his staff, 
including placing both of the monitors 
(referred to in clause 2) in the eighth divi- 
sion, within their powers under the Act? 

Ati3wcr. With respect to the two monitors, 
1 think I have already answered this ques- 
tion. , 

4th. Was a supplementary order to the 
Principal of the Buys' School, dated Oct. 
28th, 1891, signed by four Trustees (marked 
B, and attached hereto) legal or otherwise? 

Answer. The Trustees act at meetings of 
their body, duly called; and a majority, 
unless ut such a meeting, do not represent 
the Board, and in my opinion the order 
amounts to nothing. 

5th. Was tho letter (marked C, and 
attached hereto) written by instruction of 
the Chairman on Oct, 24th, 1891 (after re-

SCHOOL TROUBLES. 

Tho opinion of Hon. A. N. Richards, Q. 
C. , on questions submitted to him by Chair- 
man .Haywurd, re school troubles, was read 
as follows : 

1st. Have the City School Trustcespower 
lo appoint more assistants in tho public 
schools than are provided in tho estimates ? 
Answer. By Section SJ of the Public School 
Act of last session the government ure to 
pay the salaries of the teichers and arc to 
bo reimbursed one-half thereof by tho 
city. At page 358 of the statutes aro to 
be found tho estimates as to teachers' 
salaries, giving tho number of teachers 
and the salary of each. And by Section 1 



ceipt of letter of same dato from tho Coun- 
cil of Public Instruction refusing to recog- 
nize tho changes included in the Trustees' 
order of C)et. 22d) suggesting to Mr, Princi- 
pal Netherby the advisability of allowing: 
tho matter to remain in abeyance until the 
further pleasure of the Trustees could be 
known, in excess of the Chairman's powers 
orduly '! Answer.- ThoChairman having lieen 
notified by tho Council of Public Instruction 
of their disapproval of the change, I think 
it was tlio duty of the Chairman to write 
to Mr. Ncthorby as he did, fearing thut 
tho government might withdraw the 
salaries of the monitors and tho school 
thus lose the benefit of their services if 
the change were carried into effect. I 
think, ot a subsequent meeting, of tho 
Trustees, if the question wero whether they 
would remove tho monitors and thus lose 
them altogether, or leave them where they 
were, the latter course would have been 
adopted. ,

Aid. Richards handed in an opinion from' 
Mr. Fell on the questions submitted by hirn 
and his colleagues on the same subject, but 
it was not read. 

Aid. Renouf. — I don't think we have any- 
thing to <lo with any opinion but that of 
the city barristers. Let us have that. 

The following was then read from Messrs. 
Ebortsand Taylor, cily barristers. 

We have tho honor to enclose the docn- 
nirnls forwarded to us by you in accordance 
with a resolution of the City Council, in 
which resolution we are asked for an opin- 
ion upon the following questions : 

1. Have the trustees any control over the 
internal working of t lie city schools? 

2. From the evidonco submitted in the 
accompanying documents, did the Chairman 
exceed his duty '! 

In reply, we beg to state that wo aro of 
opinion, as to question 1, that the trustees 
have certain powers in connection with the 
internal workings of the city schools, among 
others, the power of appointing certificated 
teachers, provided tho salaries to bo re- 
ceived by such teachers arc provided for in 
the estimates in the ordinary manner. If 
the Council of Public Instruction, to meet 
nn exigency, provide additional sums for 
payment of salaries of extra teachers, this 
of itself would not, wo think, curtail the 
powers of the trustees with regard to as- 
signing the teachers to the various divi- 
sions. Of courso there would always be 
the danger o'f a withdrawal of such addi- 
tional Hums in the event of a collision be- 
tween tlio Council of Public Instruction 
and t e Board of School Trustees. 

Aa to question 2 : That the Public 
School Act does not define the duties of the 
Chairman of the Board of School Trustees 
in cities. It is otherwise, in rural districts 
where the chairman has a duty 
imposed upon him of deciding all questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the meet- 
ing. In each case the chairman has a right 
to give the casting voto in tho event of an- 
equality of votes, "but ho shall havo no 
vote except us chairman," vide scclions 13 
and 2'2 of the Act. 

The Act however contemplates, that tho 
trustees should act us u body in their cor- 
porate capacity und not as an aggregation 
of individuals each acting independently of 
his associates. By means of Board meet- 
ings properly convened, this body expresses 
its will to aot by resolution or resolutions 
then passed. Until rescinded ut a Board 
meeting, such resolution or resolutions ought 
to govern the action of all Trustees with 
referonce to the subject) matter thereof be- 
ing the exptcss will and wish of tho body.

Mining Rights Applied for and Pro- 
perty lionded. 



Application has been made to tho govern- 
ment for the mineral rights upon two separ- 
ate portions of tho Work estate, within tho 
limits of this city, and the parties applying, 
wlio are well known business men, propose 
to dig for both gold und silver upon their 
claims, working them, of course, by tho 
mo^t Bcientitic methods. 

When the news contained in the above 
paragraph became public, yesterday morn- 
ing, it was rece ived with general unbelief. 
Gold struck right here in Victoria ! Gold 
under our houses, and we know nothing at 
all about it ! It did seem past credence, 
but investigation showed that tho rumor 
was, this tune, not without foundation. 

As a Colonist man was told tho story of 
the discovery by one of tho owners ot tho 
land in which the El Dorado is located, it 
is as follows : Mr. .St. Clair Blackett, of 
Aid. F. G. Richards' rciil estate office, is a 
practical student of mineralogy, w ho devotes 
much of his time to out -of door research, 
in the pursuit of his favorite science. In 
Itis strolls he visited the lodge of locks 
which runs from north-west to south-east, — 
from behind tho Seuvicw addition to the 
Work Eitate, to the oilier section of the 
estate,, east of Mrs. Jackson's residence, 
crossing Hillside avenue and the Cook Street 
water main. Here lie found what he took 
to be unmistakable signs of precious metals. 
He gathered up a few specimens for assay, 
and continued his investigations, with tho 
result that he, and a few other gentlemen 
with whom he is associated, have located 
two claims — one noith, the other south of 
Hillside avenue— applied for the necessary 
mining rights, and purchased or bonded the 
property — between of) and 75 acres, ten 
acres being bought outright from Mrs. Ura- 
hame, for $7,500. 

It is stated that the ledge shows both gold 
and silver, wicli indications that there is 
plenty of both, and the ledge of rock, which 
tho owners have ahv.ys consid- 
ered not very desirable property, 
may before many mouths become so 
valuable that money will not buy it. lloth 
locations are on the Work Estate, and 
touch the propei tics of each of the under- 
mentioned lieiis — Tolmio Estate, Mrs. 
Huggins, Mrs. Gruhome, Mrs. E. U. Prior 
and Airs. Blackwood. 

Mr. .J. W. Winnett, who lives on the top 
of the little hill partially formed by the 
alleged gold bearing rocks, says that it is 
news to him that there is guld in the ledge; 
though he was aware that there was con- 
siderable free silver in the ground. He 
says that in digging a few post liole3, not 
vary long ago, he tinned up silver within a 
few feet from the surface, in the gravelly 
soil forming a strata beneath the yellow 
sand. He, not be being a mining expert, 
showed his specimens to those who knew 
something about metals, and they assured 
him that they were the real thing. 

This is far from being the iirst. report of 
gold finds right in Victoria. Mr. John 
liraden recalls a recent instance, where, in 
.blasting out rock near the Central School, a 
vein of pure yellow metal was found be- 
tween two big blocks of granite. It went 
§1;j0 to the ton, but the vein was so small 
that no one ti ought of working it. Still 
the gold was there; and it may be in the 
Work Estate property and in quantities 
sufficient to make the fortunate prospector 
rich.

urea of his jurisdiction. General Annekoff is 
given fuller power than the Czar himself 
'i'li" Czar Authorizes General Annekoff to 
assume to exercise, and all legal pioceed- 
ings and courts arc stayed so far as inter- 
fering with AnnekofTs action. In bestow- 
ing this unlimited authority, tho Czar states 
that lie will hold Annekoff responsible for 
the maintenance of peace and the suppres- 
sion of disorder in the famine regions.

IIouscb Wreckoil anil Trees Felled Along tlio 
Country ltoails. 

Pout CRESCENT, Dee. 8. — Reports con- 
tinue to come in from the surrounding 
country allowing tho disastrous effects of 
Monday's storm were widespread. The roads 
are tilled with trees in every direction.'' 
Along ono country road 7o trees were 
counted, within a half a mile, obstructing 
the road.

A VICTIM OF THE GALE. 



The Bavk "Dominion" Comes out of 
the Valley of the Shadow After 
a Terrible Experience. 



The Captain's Official Declaration 
Made Be lore the Consul for 
Norway and Sweden. 

The king of the wind is sporting right 
merrily in the Straits, and the sailing ves- 
sels and steamers that have passed through 
from Cape Flattery to the open ocean, and 
vice versa, during the last low weeks have 
without exception, been roughly handled. 
The gales from the southeast sweeping up 
the coast and lashing the waves for hun- 
dreds of miles into fury, have kept up per- 
sistently, and, in some instances, it has 
fared bard with ships encountering the 
storm. 

The hark Dominion, a staunch vessel ot 
1,256 tons register, Capt. Brioksen, cleared 
from Vancouver for Adelaide, S. A., on 
Nov 28 with 080,000 feet of lumber ana 
160.000 laths. She called in at Esqutmalt, 
and left .here last Friday in tow of a tug, 
which dropped her off Cape ^tte.yut 
noon on Saturday. As evening Me » 
the gale increased in jury, and all that 
night and during Sunday and Monday he 
weather was fearful. It was a matte 
of impos ibility to get from how to 
sern ot the ship for some tune, as her star- 
board side was under water, and the loose 
Sr on the decks made it extieme y 
dangeroustoatten.pt to cross then,. lo 
make matter, worse It was soon dis- 
covered that two of the pumps had 
ceased to work on account of having 
become checked with the sand ballast 
and as it wai utterly impossible with 
only one pump to check the leaks that she 
bad sprung, it "'as decided to turn back. 
Luckily lh«e was a fan- wind for the 
Straits, and soon the tug lacoma was 
audited, and by her help the Dominion 
reached EsquimaU harbor, yesterday mora- 
ine The following is the declaration of the 
captain, made before Robert \\ ard, con- 
sul for Norway and Sweden, yesterday . 

"PROTEST of bark Dominion of C hristrona, 
S. Ericksen, master, on voyage from Van- 
couver, B.C., to Adelaide, Australia : 
Saturday, the 6th December, 1801, at noon 
at-tS 1 10' Lat, north, 20° -IS Long. K. _ With 
increasing storm from S.E., with violent 
squalls and heavy sea, v. hile furling the 
foresail and maintop mast stay, sail b.ew to 
pieces, and the foretop mast stay sill was 
washed overboard. About 5 o clock in the 
afternoon a terrific sea was shipped over 
the port quarter, which threw the deck 
cargo over to starboard and the vessel on her 
beam ends. The eompanionway of the poop 
was carried away and the cabin and the 
sail locker partly filled with water; the 
forward cabin was damaged by the deck 
cargo. At six o'clock in the evening, there 
werc'three feet of water in the hold. J he 
pumps were started, and kept going the 
whole night, but the water in the hold was 
gaining, and the vessel contincd on her 
beam ends and labored heavily, At 12 
o'clock, midnight, the windpump got out o 
order, and during the night the starboard 
'midship pump also. In the mornicg there 
was about ten feet of water in the hold. 

It was agreed to throw part of the deck 
cargo over the starboard side, to ease the 
. vessel, and on the 7th of December, about 
12 o'clock, noon, it was Bgreed to seek a 
port of refuge and to throw more of the 
deck cargo overboard to save the vessel 
from capsizing and to keep the pump going. ! 

This was done and tbo course shaped lor 
Victoria, B. C. The pump was kept going 
the whole day and night to Tuesday, the 
8th of Decenber, when the crew stopped 
working from exhaustion. At ten in the 
forenoon, Cape Flattery was sighted, and 
at two o'clock in the afternoon got a tow-boat 
for Victoria. . 

At 1:\5'£ia the morning of the 9th ot 
December, we anchored in Esquimalt har- 
bor; by exaet sounding of the pumps, there 
was then found seven feet eight inches of 
water in the hold. , 
Mr. Ward has appointed Capt. Kendall of 
the ship City of Carlisle, Capt. VV B. Clarke, 
Tort Warden, and Captain Collister, In- 
spector of Hulls, to make a thorough in- 
spection of the vessel. 

Yesterday afternoon, the pump was kept 
working aboard the vessel, and the depth 
of water in the hold was being gradually 
diminished.

Discovery of a New Summit at an 
Altitude of 1.275 Feet- 
Easy Grades. 



The Rich Coal Fields of Kootenay and 
What Experts Say of 
Them- 



The British Columbia Southern Railway 
Company has had parties out surveying the 
Crow's Nest Pass, during the last summer 
and autumn, and they have discovered a 
now summit COO feet lower than the suppos- 
ed summit in that part of the Rockies, the 
altitude being 1,'27."> feet.

I RUBLE VANT Q UOTA 'HONS. 

The Times has fallen into the habit of 
many unfair controversialists of quoting so 
m ucb and such put ts of a speech or article 
or document as suits its view of the ca^o, 
ignoring those parts which lead to an infer- 
ence very different from the one which it 
attempts to draw. In giving Mr Laurier's 
views of the relation that exists between 
Great Britain and Canada and the course 
which Canadians ought to pursue when 
thoir allegiance to Great Britain clashes 
with their trade intereata, our contemporary 
quotes a passage of Mr. Laurier's speech 
which is so general and ambiguous that it 
can take any interpretation which the 
reader may put upon it. It does this, too, 
when in the same report of the speech 
there wcro sentences which stated dis- 
tinctly and exactly that when he had to 
0I10030 between the interests oft Great 
Britain and what he considered the inter 
ests of Canada he would decide iu favor of 
Canada every time. Immediately nfter- 
wards, and in the simo connection, ho de- 
clared that the interests of Canada are iden- 
tical with those of the United States. 
Why did our contemporary suppress this 
passage which is definite and most signifi- 
cant and eito the one which is indefinite 
and for its purpose altogether meaningless'.' 

When Mr. Lauricr wanted to let his 
Boston audiences know how he would act 
when the time came that ho would have to 
choose in this matter of unrestricted 
reciprocity between Great lfritain and the 
United States he said: 

"The proposition which we (the Liberals 
of Canada) make, involves this, it involves 
the position that we should oiler to the Am- 
erican people that which is denied to the 
rest of the world. Li so saying, I do not 
forget that I am a subject of the British 
Crown, but though — I say it unhesitatingly 
upon this freo soil— I an: a true subject of 
the British Provinces, so far as present re- 
lations go, yet it is unavoidable that be- 
tween this young and rising country of Can- 
ada and the old country of England there 
should not always be an identity of inter- 
ests. England has her own interests und 
Canada has her own interests, and when the 
day cornea that, as a Cant rfiaii, I hare to 
choose hetire.cn the inlerc.il of Enyland and the 
interest of Canada, need I tell yon thai my 
whole heat I is with my native land'! (Great 
applause.) I leave the i.iterests of the ling- 
Use people to be dealt with by the parlia- 
ment of England, well knowing that they 
arequite uble to take eare of themselves; 
but to the interests of the people of Canada 
it is my duty, as a member of parliament, 
as the leader of a great party — nay, as a 
simple citizen, it is my duty ever to know 
nothing but the interests of my native land. 
In so far as the economic condition* of my 
country arc concerned, I say that they are 
identical with the interests of the. United 
States, and it is upon the broad basis of con- 
tinental freedom of trade that 1 place the 
question, and that I ask this consideration 
for it from the people of the United States." 

Compare this with the weak and wishy- 
washy way in which he expresses, not •his 
affection and respect for Great Britain, hut 
bis regard for what he calls the "dignity" 
■of Canada : 

" I have only to siy, however, that if un- 
restricted reciprocity were to be had only 
by the sacrifice, however slight, of Canada's 
dignity, I would have none of i:." 

There would bo some meaning in this pas- 
sage, which the Times quotes to prove Mr. 
Laurier's loyalty to Great Britain, if for 
the words " by the sacrifice, however 
slight, of Canada's dignity," he had substi- 
tuted " treating our Mother Country with 
injustice and ingratitude," there would be 
some meaning in the sentence, and some 
sense in the Times quoting it to prove that 
Mr. Laurier is as loyal to British connection 
as his fellow-Liberal, Mr. Mowat. As the 
words stand they might be uttered by the 
most ardent annexationist in the land,— by 
even Mr. Solomon White or Professor Gold- 
win Smith. Neither of these advocates of 
annexation considers that Oanada would 
make any sacrifice of dignity, however 
slight, if she became annexed to the United 
States. We do not send the Times back its 
reproaches of dishonesty or disingenuous- 
uess ; we merely hint that it is not yet skil- 
ful in the art of quotation. 

Then, again, in its allusions to Mr. 
Blake's letter, our contemporary is equally 
unfortunate. Every ono knows that Mr. 
Blake is not a Conservative, and no one 
yuspects that he has become a eon- 
vert to the trade policy of the Con- 
servative Party. It was altogether 
needless, therefore, for our contemporary to 
quote thoso parts of Mr. Blake's letter 
which showed that he was still a Liberal in 
»t inciple. But every one did not know that 
Air. Blake was conscientiously opposed to 
the policy of unrestricted reciprocity be- 
cause he believed that it would inevitably 
lead to annexation, and that ho refrained 
from helping his party at the last general 
•election, when the only plank in its plat- 
form was unrestricted reciprocity, because 
. ho scorned to fight behind a mask— to pre- 
tend that he was advocating ono thing 
when he knew he was contending for 
another orid a very different thing. Our 
contemporary does not deny that Mr. Blake, 
like Mr. Forror, loaka upon unrestricted 
reciprocity as annexation under another 
name. Here is where he differs from Mr. 
Laurier, Sir Richard, and other leading men 
of the Liberal Paity. He econiod to weor 



two faces and to deal deceitfully with the 
people of Canada. If he believed that an- 
nexation is best for the Canadian peoplo he 
has, wo aro sure, courage enough to give pub- 
lie utterance to his conviction. Tho point 
at issue is : Would unrestricted reciprocity 
lead to annexation ? Mr. Blake declares 
that such is its tendency. What that gen- 
tleman's opinions were about othor matters 
has nothing to do with tho controversy. 
The quotation of the Times from Mr. 
Blake's letter was, therefore, quite irre- 
levant. 



or via TAXATION. 

Complaints ure made of the high rate of 
city taxation. Soma of the citizens, too, 
say that the burden of taxation is not fairly 
distributed. These complaints ate, wo fear, 
universal. Almost everywhere people suy 
that taxes are too heavy, and the cry is gen- 
eral that the incidence of taxation is unequal 
and unfair. As misery loves company, the 
citizens of Victoria should feel consoled by 
the thought that, there are many peoplo iu a 
far worse plight than they are. But we arc 
not suro that they will feel more cheerful 
for such consolation ; they would be better 
pleased, no doubt, if a way were found, both 
to lighten the burden of general taxation 
and to distribute that burden more equit- 
ably. 

Financial reformers think that they have 
found a way to accomplish both these pur- 
poses. Citizens arc continually at king why 
they should pay towards improving other 
people's premises and making their property 
more valuable. For instance, a street is to 
be opened in the north end of the city, A 
roadway is to be made ami sidewalks are to 
be laid. The property lacing the street is 
to be drained and it is to be supplied with 
water. When all these improvements ure 
made, property on that street will be worth 
two or three hundred per cent more than it 
was a few months before the street was 
opened. This property is very greatly 
bettered by the improvements, and is it fair 
that all the citizens should pay for the 
betterment ? Very many people will say: 
"No, it is not fair that the property of the 
owners on that street should be bettered at 
the public expense. It is only right that 
the propeJty improved and increased in 
value by the improvements should be made 
to pay for those improvements. Why 
should the citizens in tho south end of the 
city and in the middle, who will not use the 
new street once in twelve mouths, pay for the 
improvements that are made on it V Why 
should they be compelled to pay towards in- 
creasing the value of property when they 
do not derive any advantage that can be 
appreciated from the increase?" 

There is common senso in these objec- 
tions. Besides, when the expense of mak- 
ing these costly improvements, from which 
a few people derive nearly the whole advan- 
tage, is added to the city's expenditure, 
the general rate of taxation is made unduly 
heavy. Why not make the owners of the 
proper!}' pay for the betterment. It will be 
enough for tho citizens generally to keep 
the street and everything connected with 
it in good order after it is made? Now this 
is precisely what is done in many of the 
cities of this continent. The property pays 
for the betterment. 

When the City Council or other govern- 
ing body decides to make an improvement, 
say grading or paving a street, it passes a 
resolution declaring its intention to make 
the change. An estimate is also made of 
the cost of the work to ho doue. The pro- 
perty o\\ tiers on the street are notified und 
a time is given them to protest, if they 
think a protest necessary. "If protests 
against the proposed improvement by the 
owners of more than two-thirds of the 
front feet of the lots and lands abutting on 
such proposed improvement, be tiled on or 
before the date fixed for such filing the 
Council shall not proceed with the work.' 
But, if the protests are less than this, the 
Council goes on with the work of improve- 
ment, and assesses the property at so much 
per front foot. In some eases the city 
issues bonds for the amount of assessment, 
giving the owners of the property a num- 
ber of years in which to pay it. By this 
system loc d improvements are not a burden 
upon the whole city, but upon the parti- 
cular part of it improved. The advocates 
of this system maintain that it is a 
remedy for the two principal grievances 
of which city taxpayers have to complain. 
It lessens the general rate of taxation, und 
it compels those who ure benefited by 
improvements to pay the cost of making 
them, thus distributing t lie burden of city 
assessments equitably. 

We are decidedly of opinion thai this 
systum ought to bo established in Victoria. 
It could be made a feature of the charter 
which this city must have for itself sooner 
or later. It seems to U9 abmrd to have 
a city like Victoria working under 
tho mime law as that by which 
rural municipalities are regulated. Each 
city should have its own charter 
framed to suit its peculiar circumstances. 
It is evident that changes must bo made in 
the way in which the business of Victoria is 
done, and so, if the changes like the one wc 
advocate cannot be made without new 
legislation, why not get them provided for 
in a new charter. We trust that instead of 
cobbling the Municipalities Act, which is 
already a very elaborate piece of legislative 
patchwork, our leading citizens will insist 
upon Victoria having a charter of its own. 

THE CONTEST EX DEI). 

Tho contest for the Speakership of the 
House of Representatives of tho United 
States, has resulted in the election of Mr. 
Crisp, of Georgia, He was elected, after a 
great deal of time had been spent in ballot- 
ting, by a majority of fourteen. The 
figures were— Crisp, 110: Mills, 105. It is 
said that Mr. CriHp is tho Tammany candi- 
date, and that his election counts for some- 
thing in tho nomination of the Demo- 



cratic candidate for Prosidont, Crisp in 
this contest representing Hill and Mills, 
Cleveland. It seems that Illinois had 
more to do with electing Mr. Crisp than 
had New York. Springer, who was the 
third candidate, gave his influence at the 
eleventh hour in favor of Crisp; and Springer 
is from Illinois. Until he signified his in- 
tention, tho election was uncertain. It was 
ho who cast tho one vote which made Mr. 
Crisp's election sure. 

Singular to say, Mr. Crisp is an English- 
man by birth. He was born in Sheffield in 
1845, and is therefore, a comparatively 
young man. do is a lawyer by profession, 
and has been moro than onco elected judge. 
He is said to be u man of considerable abil- 
ity, and in knowledge of parliamentary law 
and procedure ho is not surpassed by any 
member of Congress of either party. He is 
in principle a free trader, and he is also a 
friend of tho farmer, and is desirous of 
framing the tariff in such a way as will 
benelit him. But it is not at 
all likely that the Democratic House 
ofj Representatives will be uble 
effect any change in the trude policy of tho 
United States. The Senate is Republican 
and the President is of the same party, so 
that, if a liberal trade measure were passed 
by the House of Representatives, it M ould he 
suro to be killed by either the Senate or tho 
President. Besides, quite a large section of 
the Democratic party is protectionist, and 
its representatives in Congress will be care- 
ful not to do anything calculated to lessen 
the chances of their candidate for the presi- 
dency next year. Leading men of both 
parties in Congress will have, during the 
present session, the fear of the electors he- 
f >re their eyes, and they will be pretty cer- 
tain not to do anything calculated to offend 
any considerable body of them whose course 
during the coining contest is at all doubtful. 

EDITOR! A L COMMENT. 

No one need feel surprised if he hears in 
four or five days from now that ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland has proclaimed himself flat- 
tened out, collapsed, squelched, for this is 
how he is availed in yesterday's Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer : 

"Mr. Cleveland is the adipose incarna- 
tion of the commonplace ; ho is the plati- 
tudinous oracle of the Mugwumps, who 
study the necessities of American politics 
from such inadequate posts of observation 
as college libraries, professors' chairs and 
Anglo-maniac associations for the increase 
and multiplication of the literary snob, tho 
American political dude and doctrinaire. 
Cleveland is a vain, arrogant, bombastic, 
opinionated Irian, and the Democracy are 
wise to turn him down us a prospective 
presidential candidate. " 

Who on earth could survive this terrible 
onslaught ?

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LIQUOR CAN'T BE SOLD 



Under tho License at One Time 
Issued for the Standard 
Theatre. 



The Licensing Commissioners Hold 
an Unusually Interesting 
Session. 



On and after January 1st, 1892, tho 
saloons of Victoria will, by tho now liquor 
law, closo tlioir doors upon the stroke of 
twelve, and all out after the midnight hour 
■will be forced to go unrefreshcd to their 
homes. This will be tho arrangement for 
nil days of tho week, excepting Saturday 
and Sunday. The hour for Saturday clos- 
ing will bo eleven o'clock; and no saloon is 
to open on Sunday. 

The fact of these changes coming into 
existence with the death of 18!) I was refer- 
red to at yesterday's meeting of tho Hoard of 
Licensing Commissioners— Mayor Grant, 
Mr. A. L. Bclyea, P. M., and Mr. Robert 
Ward, J. P. — and the city hotel men will 
be notilied during the present month to pre- 
pare for the new order of things. 

Introducing the more interesting business 
of the day came a number of applications 
for transfers, which were dealt with in the 
following order : 

Cook & Petrie, Delmonioo hotel, to VV. 
Jackson. Granted. 

W. K. Carpenter, Caledonian saloon, to 
Joseph Mennier, Joseph II. Brown, and 
Henry Fox. Granted. 

Close and Johnson, Monarch saloon, to 
Wm. Wolff. Granted. 

James Munger, Mirror saloon, to Munger 
and Black. Withdrawn. 

C. W. Brewster, Gordon hotel, to George 
Doughty. Temporary license granted ; 
application to be made in duo form. 

The Janion hotel and the Rock Bay 
house, both new, well furnished and credit- 
able to the proprietors, asked for licenses, 
but as the conditions of the law in regard 
to petitions had not been complied with, 
the Court could not consider either applica- 
tion, and both stand over until the next 
sitting of the Commissioners. 

The business of the list being completed, 
and the Court being about to adjourn, Mr. 
H. G. Hall enquired if it was the intention 
of the Commissioners to hold any enquiry 
into the case of the Standard theatre. A 
charge had been laid three months ago 
that it wos . not a fit place to be licensed; 
an though the transfer of the license of the 
late proprietor to the present one had been 
refused, liquor was still sold. By what 
authority the sale of drinks was continued, 
he (Mr. Hall) could not ascertain. 

Mayor Grant— I inquired into that mat- 
ter some time ago. The license is still held 
by Mrs. Heinana, and cannot be taken fiom 
her, except for cause, as she remains a part- 
ner in the business. 

Mr. Hall — I lodged the complaint to 
which I now refer threo months ugo. Mrs. 
Roller, or Hemans, parted with her interest 
in the place, and the license was a very im- 
portant part of the interest so transferred. 
Her right to tho license therefore lapsed, 
and tho only one who could possibly lay any 
claim to it would be John Cort, to whom 
she sold out. Cort was refused a license, 
and no authority remains for the sale of 
liquor at the theatre. 

Tho Mayor — The Act does not say that a 
license can be taken from the person paying 
for it, unless for cause. 

Mr. Hall — My contention is that Mrs. 
Boiler ceased to have any interest 
in the license after she relinquished 
tho house. The house is one which 
should not be licensed. If the court 
will appoint a day, I am prepared to show 
that the character of tho Standard theatre 
is such as to debur it from holding a license. 

Mr. Ward — When does the license expire? 

Supt. Sheppard — On tho .'list of Decem- 
ber, and the lease dies in March, when tho 
buildings are to be torn down. 

Continuing, the Chief of Police remarked 
that the recent row which was said to have 
occurred in the Standard was outside, not 
inside, the house, of which there were no 
recent complaints. 

Mr. Hall — I am ready to substantiate 
t hat the house is of a disreputable character, 
notwithstanding tho statement of Supt. 
Sheppard that a recent row was outside. 

Chief Sheppard remarked that this was 
pretty strong language. Ho would 
inform tho court that there was 
no law on the statute books to 
prevent women from selling drinks. It was 
done in London, it was done in all parts of the 
Colonies, and it could be done here, and 
there was no law to prevent it. If Mr. 
Hall intimated that the theatre was a 
bouse of prostitution, he would have some- 
thing else to say. 

Mr. Ward — When would you like to have 
your charges investigated; I suppose you 
have witnesses? (This to Mr. Hall). 

Mr. Hall — I have; I am ready at any 
time. 

Mr. Belyea suggested that a copy of the 
barges be placed in the possession of the 
defendants, to save time; and in this sug- 
gestion Mr. Ward concurred. 

Mr. Hall — The charges are of a general 
nature, showing that tho house is not tit to 
hold a license, and 1 have evidence to sat- 
isfy the Court, I think. 

Mr. Belyea — Another 
whom are your charges laid 

Mr. Hall— 1 hero are so 
proprietorship it is hard to 
plaint is against the house — the premises. 

Mr. Hclyea — Wo can only consider 
charges against license-holders. 

Mr. Ward — How long would you like to 
prepare your case ? 

Mr. Hall — Say a week ; that will give 
plenty of time to the other side to reply. I 
cun put in my charges in u day or two. 

Mr. llelyea— I Uke Mr. Hall's view of 
this case as be originally stated it. The 
license is given both to person and to pre- 
iniHes. The moment the licensee parts with 
the premises, the occupant parts with the 
rijijht to si ll in thos3 premises. The licenso 
has lapsed. If this were not the cuse, any 
person could secure a license, step out, and 
hy paying the fee annually or semi-annually, 
keep the place, no matter how it was con- 
ducted. That is not the intention of the 
law at all. When this Board refuses to 
grant a licenso to any premises, it is our 
opinion that no liquor should ho sold there. 

Mr. Ward— If liquor is sold now, it is 
sc'.d without a license ? 

Mr. Belyea— If liquor is sold now, it is 

told illegally. 

Mr. Hall— That is tho correct uiew. 

Mr. Belyea— Vou will put your charges 
in writing, and wo will meet again in a 
fortnight to consider them. 

Mr. Hall expressed himself as agreeable 
to tliiB arrangement, and Mr. Belyea then 
enquired of the mayor if ho had granted 
any permits since the last sitting of the 
board ? 

His worship r plied that ho hail, among 
others, having issued a temporary transfer 
for tho Standard theatre, from Mrs. Heinous 
to Closo k Johnson.

Mr. Ward— But was not a transfer of 
this licenso refused by the board ? 

Tho Mayor — Not a transfer to Close & 
Johnson, 

Mr. Belyea and Mr. Wind hold that 
action of tho mayor must be ratified or an- 
nulled by the board at its first sitting, as 
required by the act. 

Mr. S. P. Mills, who announced himself 
as the representative of tho theatre in this 
mailer, claimed that, without giving notice, 
no one had a right to bring this matter for- 
ward. Ho would carry tho matter to the 
Supreme court ; there was nothing legally 
before the court. 

Mr. Belyra said that Mr. Mills 'was 
getting the ratification of the Mayor's per- 
mits mixed with the granting of transfers ; 
if the Hoard declined to ratify the Mayor's 
action it was not good for five minutes. 

Tho action of the Mayor was annulled, 
his worship dissenting, and the Chief of 
Police was instructed to do his duty, and 
notify the theatre proprietors that the sale 
of liquur on the premises must stop at onco. 

Mr. Mills announces his intention of 
appealing.

A BY-LAW. 

To establish Public Markets and Weigh- 
houses in tho City of Victoria, and to 
regulate the same. 

He it enacted by tho Mayor and Aldormcn of 
tho Corporation of the City of Victoria, na 
follows: 

DESIGNATION OK MARKETS. 

The following places shall bo respectively 
designated »nd declared to bo public markets 
of the City of Victoria, to wit : 

That piece or parcel of land comprised In lota 
5£(i, 587, oSS and west half 589, block N, situate 
on Cormorant street, which said ploce or par- 
cel of land is set apart for tho salo of butchers' 
meats, fish, vegetables, butter, eggs, choeso, 
and oilier farm produce, together with dry 
goods, fancy goods, etc., 

And lots 59-1, 695, OHi, 597 and 598, situito on 
FiBgunrd street, which portion of land is set 
apart for weigh scales and for salo of cattle, 
farm produce, firewood, etc, 

DUTIES OK MARKET SUPERINTENDENT. 

1. The Market Suporln-endont shall, under 
tlio control and direction of the Market Com- 
mittee, have tho care and superintendence of 
tho said markets, market places and weigh- 
house and it shall be his duty to execute and 
carry into otf'oct all regulations, orders ami 
by-laws for the government of said markets, 
nnd to prosecute any broach thereof, and to 
keep a record of tho Anno. The said .Superin- 
tendent and also his deputies or assistant, if 
any, shall ho sworn In as special constables, 
and shall wear a badge, indicative of his or 
their authority as such, nnd shall attend tlio 
niarkols constantly during market, hours. 

2. It shall be the duty of the said Maikot 
Superintendent to Inspect all articles brought 
to the market, to decide all differences and 
disputes as to tho qualities thereof between 
buyers and sellers, to classify tho various de- 
nominations of vendors in said markets and to 
arrange all thoio contiguously who deal In the 
same or si : ilar articles; to arrange all veblclos 
brought to tho said mirkets and to enfjreo 
with Impartiality ill regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the snmo. 

3. The markets sh ill bo kept open daily, ex- 
cept Sundays and public holidays, from U a, in. 
to 9 p.m. from the first of .May until the first 
day of November, and from 8 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. from tho first of November 
until the flr.u of May in each nnd evory 
year. Tho shops, hereinafter provided tor in 
Clause 43 of this Ky-law, shall be allowed to 
keep open until p.m., provided always, that 
011 Saturday, in each nnd every week, unless 
the Saturday falls upon a public holiday, in 
which case, on tho day preceding any such pub- 
lic holiday, the said markets and shops shall he 
kept open until 10 p.m.. from first December 
till flr*t May, and 11 p.m., from the llrst May 
till first December. 

4. Ths Market Superintendent shall bo, ex 
officio, Weighmaster for the City of Victoria, 
and he shall, in addition 1 o his duties us said 
Superintendent, keep open tho weigh house or 
weighing machine, or weigli houses or weigh- 
ing machines, that are now, or may hereafter, 
be established, and to attend thereat during 
market bonis for tho purpose of weighing arti- 
cles required 10 be weighed, anil tho scales, 
weights and measures, and everything con- 
nected wi h them, shall be maintained in a 
clean nnd orderly manner, and the Market Sup- 
erintendent, with assistants, shall weigh or 
measure the different articles that aro sold, or 
are to bo sold and disposed of on tho said mark- 
ets whenever required by the parties interested 
therein, or any one of them, for which weigh- 
ing or measuring he shall be entitled to ask, 
demand and receive the charges set. forth from 
time to time by resolution of tho City Council. 
And said Superintendent cr his assistant, if 
any, shall keep a regular account in detail of 
all goods or articles weighed or measured by 
bin or his assistant, if any, with 
tho namo of the party for whom such 
was weighed or motsured, and the amount of 
fee receive I therefor, and shall pay over to tho 
City Treasurer, weekly, as a part of the rovenuo 
of tho City, the whole of said feci, or other fees 
which may bo derived from the market, and 
onco in each month shall report tbo amount so 
paid to the Committee. 

5. It shall be tho duty of said woigh-nmster 
when any article or articles are brought to be 
weighed or measured, loaded on a wagon or 
other vehicle : 

(a). To furnish the owner or person in clnrgc 
of tho loud with a wolgh-note dated and signed 
by him, tho said weigh-master, setting forth 
the g.-oss weight of such load, svith tho wagon 
or other vehicle, and the tare of the wagon or 
other vehicle, tho net weight of the load and 
the name of the seller, except for hay or straw, 
in which case the gross weight only shall be 
glvi 11, unless as provldod in tbo next sub- 
section. 

(6). Whenever required to do so, either by 
the purchaser or seller, on the nunc day that 
lie has weigh 'd any load, and after the load 
has been unloaded to " eigh tho wagon or other 
vehicle upon « hich the same was loaded, and 
to endorse upon tho weigh-noto tho exact 
weight of such wagon or other vehicle. 

(i. 1 1 shall not he lawful for the superinten- 
dent or any of hi. deputies or assistants to 
rude either directly or indirectly in, or have 
any direct or indirect Interest in thosileor 
profits of any thl' gs or animals which shall bo 
brought or ox posod for silo on nny of the suid 
markets or market places, or to purchase any 
such on behalf of any other person or persons; 
but tho said su •erintc i lent or h s assistants 
shall not hereby be ptohiblted from purchasing 
In tho said markoi whit may be necessary for 
tlie private use of themselves anil families. 

7. Tho Market Superintendent shall bo tho 
custodian of tho keys of th ■ .Market building, 
n d shall cause the same to be opened and 
closed da ly at the hours and times set forth in 
clause throe of this by-law. 

8. Tin! M irket Superlntondont shall have full 
powor 10 collect all tolls, rents and foes, ex- 
cepting ibo routs of stalls in the Market build- 
ing, ami to lake proceedings to dispossess or 
remove anv persons refusing to pay tho same, 
and to summon the offondor or offenders be- 
fore tho proper authorities to answer for such 
refusal. 

I1UTC1IBHS, HUCKSTERS, KTO. 

9. No butcher or other person shall slaughter, 
hlcol or gut any animal or flsh, or pluck or re- 
move tho feathers from any fowl, poultry or 
wild gumo of any description, cr pluck or re- 
mote tho I alror wool from any t-hnep or other 
skin, or oxposo any meat in a bleeding slate, 
or Ihouncloancd ontrails of any animal in or 
upon tho said public markets or any othor 
plvco within tho city whore me its aro exposed 
for salo, or lay or (brow, or deposit any dirt, 
dung, garbage or offal tl oroln. 

10. No but cher, huckster, grocer, trader or 
othor person shall soil, oxposo or offer for mile 
in any pub'lo market or at any place within 
the limits of tho City of Victoria, any inoiiftloy 
pork, or unsound, dlaoasod, stale, rotten, 
tormented, nauseous or unwholesome meat, 
poultry, fish, vegetables, fruits, or othor artl 
clcs of food or provisions, or tho fl uh of any 
animal dying otherwise t han by slaughter, or 
anv hull beef or boar pork unless sold as such, 
or poultry, from which the entrails and crop 
have not been removed, or any unwholoiomo 



bread, cdko or pastry, manufactured in whole 
or in p irt from unwholesome Hour or meal. 

11. Every per.-on selling meat or articles of 
provisions by retail, whether by weight or 
measure, in this city, shall provldo himself, 
herself, or themselves. With scales, weights 
and measures regularly stamped, marked and 
adjusted by tho Inspector of Weights and 
Measures. 

12. No hu'ehor or other person shall leave or 
depo-it within tho market building or on tho 
pathway or square surrounding tho same, any 
green hides or skins, or hides or skins in a 
blcodiiiK stale, nor leave or oxposo for tnlo any 
such hiiles or skins in any vehicle ofter tho 
hour o(8 a.m. during tho months of April' 
May, Juno, July, August, September or Octo 
bcr in each year. 

13. The occupants of all shops In this city for 
tho salo by retail of butcher's meat, fresh, Halt, 
or smoked; fish, fresh, salt, or smoked; vege- 
tables and fruit, shall bo under tho supervision 
of tho Market Superintendent, and subject to 
the provisions of this by-law, in so far as the 
sumo are generally applicable. 

M. Nobutchor or other person shall place, 
leave or expose any meat, fish, or vegetables 
upon or over any of tho l uhlic sidewalks or 
streets In tbo city for a longer time than may 
bo reasonably necessary to transfer the same to 
and from the shop of such person. 

15. No person shall slaughtor, sell, offer, ex 
pos ■ fur side or barter or trade in meat of any 
calf less than four weeks old . Nor shall any 
person burn, scar, or cut tho Inner parts of or 
confine the mouth of any calf by rope, twine or 
any kind of muzzle ; and no person shall in any 
manner tio or confine, by rope, twine or other- 
wise, the feet of iinj calf, sheep, lamb, swine or 
poultry, which may be brought lo or exposed 
in this city for sale. 

1<1. Any person or porsnns permitted to occu- 
py any of the s'alls for tho sale of meat, fish, 
or vegetables in tho markets established, or 
which may horen tor lie established, in this 
city, shall keep his or their stalls in a clean or 
proper state, and shall not Buffer any offal or of- 
fensive filing to remain in or no ir the premises 
after 3 a. 111., and shall pay to tho City of Vic- 
toria such license feo us tho Council may by 
by-law determine. 

17. No person having a shop, stall or standing 
in any of tho markets of tho city shall in any 
manner under let tho said shop, stall or stand- 
ing without having llrst obtained leave In writ- 
ing from the committee. 

IS. No person shall placo, cause or permit to 
he placed, in any of the passages or open spaces 
in the public market, any bench, tab e, chair, 
or any other article or substance whatever, 
which maybe calculated to obstruct the freo 
use of tho whole of such passage or open space. 

1!). Tbo butchers, and hucksters' stalls in the 
market, and any other market that may he 
hereafter established, shall bo let annually in 
the month of March, under regulations of tho 
committee, at such rentals as may be fixed 
upon from lime to time by tho City Council, all 
such stalls to bo leased for Lho torni of one year 
from tho first day of April. Any stall or stand- 
ing which shall not bo so rented in tho month 
of March aforesaid may at any time bo rented 
by the committee to any responsible person, 
or, if tho committee should soo fit, they may let 
the stalls by public auction. 

20. All rents of stalls or stands in tho public 
markets of the city shall be paid monthly 
advance; and each lesseo shall, wi h 0110 or 
moro sureties, to be approved by tho commit 
tee, enter into a lease with the city of Victoria, 
conditioned to pay tho rent in the manner hero 
in provided, an I for the faithful observance 
and subject to the penalties of tho provisions of 
this by-law. 

21. The Market Superintendent shall deliver 
to tlio Tax Collector a monthly roll of tho 
amounts duo for rents to tlio city from persons 
occupying shops, Stalls and stands in tho pub- 
lic market. It shall bo the duty of the suid 
Collector to collect the same promptly. 

21 If tlio lesseo of any stall or stand shall 
neglect for live days after notice that tho same 
has becomo duo, to pay the rent thoreof. it 
shall ho the duty of the Market Superintendent 
to enter and tako possession of such stall or 
Stand 011 behalf of tho city ; and all leases sh ill 
contain a provision and covenant on tho part, 
of tho lessees so entitling tho Market Superln' 
tondent. 

211. If any lesseo of any stall or stand who'o 
lease shall have been forfeited, either by 
effluxion of time or otherwise, shall hold, use 
ornceupy any stall or stand in tho public mar- 
ket, ho shall forfeit and pay to the city ten 
lars for each day ho shall so hold, uso or occupy 
tho samo, and the lease shall contdn a pro- 
vision to that eireet. 

21. Tho Market Superintendent, Health 
Olllcor, Health Inspector or any Police Officer 
may inspect all moats or Other articles of pro- 
vision that iray bo offered or exposed for salo 
in tbo public markets or any other place within 
the limits of t he City of Victoria, and, in his or 
their own discretion, shall have the power 10 
seize or destroy, or cause to bo destroyed, such 
as nriy be blown, tainted, or other .vise unlit to 
bo used as food. 

25. No fanner cr other person shall sell of 
dispose of, or offer for sale, any article of pro- 
vision, or of farm or of garden produce, upon 
any of the public streets, or in any other placo 
within lho Bald city, unless he or she Inn first 
been to the public market with such article or 
load of such fa 111 or garden produce, anil paid 
tho iir per fee thereon. Provided, that nothing 
in I his el .use shall prevent farmers or garden- 
ers rom do lvuring to their cub omors within 
tho city firm or garden produce upon their 
t liking out licenses under lho Itcvonuc By-law, 
and paying the proper license fee; and such 
fanners or gardeners, who have such licenses, 
shall nut he subject to tho provision) of this 
clause. Provided furl her, that Ibis clause 
shall not bo deemed to apply to any person 
having a shop or otber permanent place of 
bilsino-B In this city for the sale, by retail, of 
the aforesaid 111 tides. 

20. No p;-r. on shall bo guilty of the offence of 
forestalling, rogratlng. or monopolizing within 
this market fresh llsh, fruits, roots, vegetables, 
poultry or dairy products, eggs, or any article 
n quired forfamby uso. or such as are usually 
sold in tho markets, brought Into the oily for 
salo, and no person shall buy any of tho said 
uHicto*, except for his own family use, before 
the hour of 11 o'clock a.m., and no person 
knowingly shall sell any of the said articles to 
any butohor, grocer, huckster, or runner in any 
of tho said markets, before thohiur afore- 
said, respectively, and notwithstanding that 
such articles are, in any of tho ould instances, 
sold or bought far export from the city; and no 
butcher, grocer, huckster, or runner shall, be- 
fore the hour of II a.m., in any of tho said mar- 
kets, go to nny wagon, sleigh, or 01 hor vehiclo 
in which artlclos are exposed for sulo, 
to bargain or oiler for lho purchase 
of. or make a s ending offer, of a price 
fur any article to bo paid 10 tbo vendor 
in ease lho veil lor fails lo sell such arti- 
cle to another purchaser at a hlghor price, 
or shall keep b ick or hinder other persons from 
purchasing; an 1 any butohor, grocer, huckster, 
or runnor so doing or refilling to desist from 
so doing, and go away upon being requested 
to doslst.orln othorwlso acting contrary to this 
section, shall bo doomed to be guilty of a 
broach of this by-law. 

Provided that from tho 1st May to tho 30th 
September in each year, (armors, Immediately 



upon their arrival upon tho public market, r.nd 
after having paid the market fees, may soli nt 
any hnur to any porson upon tho public market 
or throughout the city, fresh moat, the produce 
of thuir own farm, by the quarter or any great- 
er quantity. 

WEinniNa and mkjhuiii.no. 
27. There shall bo a public weigh-houso nnd 
weighing machine established ha the city tf 
Viciorla at such placo or places us the Council 
may direct. 

23. All wcigh-noto' given for articles or loads 
weighed by the weigli master or his assistants 
shall bo binding nnd final as to their contents 
upon all persona concorned In tho buying or 
selling of tho articles or load. 

29. The weights and measures rogulating the 
weighing and measuring of tho articles and 
produoo for general consumption, or applicable 
to this by law, shall bo tho weights nnd meas- 
ures as established by tho Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

30. Any person committing or attempting to 
commit any fraud in tho selling or weighing 
of hay, straw, coal, or any othernrtlele or thing, 
or introducing heavy articles into tho wagon or 
other vehicle, or by wetting or concealing wet 
or unmerchantable articles in tho load, or by 
using any fraudulent device or contrivance, or 
by any moans whatever, shall be linblo to tho 
penalties provided for an infraction of this 
by-law. 

31. All hay, straw, and firewood, brought into 
the city in a wagon, cart, or other vehicle 
drawn by horses or any 01 her animals, to be 
sold or offered for sale, shall bo oxposed for 
sale In the hay, straw, or wood market as es- 
tablished by this by-law, or which may here- 
after bo established in this city, and at no 
other p'aco within tbo said city; and all such 
wagons, carts, or other vehiclos, shall bo placed 
in such hay, straw or wood markets in such 
order and position 111 tlio market, superin- 
tendent sh ill determine; and no person shall 
depart from the line or order in which ho lias 
been placed before ho has disposed of his loud. 
unloBs to leave the market, nor shall ho loitur 
about the streets of tho city with his load 
There shall bo pa'd to tho Superlntondont of 
said market, or bis assistant, if any. by lho 
owner, or driver of every wagon, cart, or other 
vehicle drawn by horses or other animals 
bringing into this city for salo hay, straw, or 
wood, such weighing or measuring feo or foes 
as may bo set f irth from time to time by 
resolution or tho City Counsel. 

.'12. It shall bo competent for any purchaser 
who shall suspect any fraudulent dealing, or 
deem himself or herself wronged In lho weight 
or moasuro of any urtk-lo or articles bought by 
him or her 011 tho public markets, or in any 
part of the city of Victoria, lo demand and 
have such article or articles re- weighed or re- 
measured at or upon any of tho public scales 
or markets, and the purchaser shall pay tho 
charge of such r -weighing or re-measuring, 
should tbo protended weight or measure ho 
found to bo correct, but. if othorwlso, tho ven- 
dor shall pay such charges, besides tlio penalty 
hereby imposed, for breach of any provision of 
this by-law. 

33. The vendor of hay, straw or wood, im- 
mediately on his arrival on any of the public 
markets, and before he bus offered the same for 
sale, shall cause his load or loads to bo weighed 
or measured, as lho case may be, by the weigh- 
master or his assistant, and sh all produce to 
any purchaser on request, tho iroigh-noto or 
certificate of. quantity contained in such load 
or loads. And tho seller of any such hay, 
straw and wood, or of coal, fresh meat, dairy 
produce, farm or garden produce, or any such 
other article or thing so ao'd by woight or 
measure, who refuses to prodtico tlio "weigh- 
note" relative 10 such purchase for Inspection, 
when demanded to do so by said purchaser, 
shall be deemed guilty of infraction nt lids by- 
law. 

31, All firewood brought into the city and ex- 
posed or offered for sale, or marketed, shall be 
sold by I he cord, and such cord shall contain 
12S foot of wood, cubic measurement, measured 
from point lo scarf. 

35. The Market Superintendent or his assist- 
ants, if any, may inspect and measure all lire- 
wood brought into the city for salo or to bo 
marketed, 

30. No firewood shall bo docoitfully or un- 
fairly piled so ns to appear of greater measure- 
ment than if fui'ly, closely and compactly 
piled ; no crooked wood shall bo packed or piled 
with cord wood, but the same shall be packed 
or piled separately, the .Market Superintend- 
ent or his assistant making due allowance for 
such crooked w ood in his measurements, In 
measuring wood, one-third to bo allowed oil' 
alio ross piles. 

37. It shall ho the duty of tho Market Super- 
intendent or his assistant, cither upon request, 
or upon information given him, or of his own 
accord, to Inspect and examine any firewood 
publicly exposed fur sale, or sold within the 
city, and in case lho said firewood shall bo 
found short of the measure as he'oro Btatod, or 
shall bo found not to he closely or properly 
piled, the pei s >n or persons offering or expos- 
ing t he same for sale sha.ll be deemed guilty of 
an Infraction of llii.s by-law. 

MANUFACTURE AND BAI.U OF BREAD. 

38. All household bread manufactured by 
any person in tho city for sale, or offered for 
sale, or sold in lho city, shall ho of good and 
wholesome flour or meal, and shall he of the 
full wjighl of hi j p ian 1 and two pounds res 
peel ivcly for I bo Hin di and largo loaves, and 
shall bo marked with I he number in- 
dicating lho weight of Bnid loaves, 
anil also with the Initial loiters 
of tho bailor or bakers thoreof. The loim 
" household bread " to imply nil bread when 
two or moro loaves ore b , ked In one pan. All 
other kinds, namely, currant loaves and cream 
loan s. to ba termed " fancy bread " and not to 

nine under the meaning of this clause. 

39. The market superintendent, police olllcor 
or any othor person whom the Council may by 
resolution appoint, snail be Inspector or intpee 
tors of bread, and it shall bo Ills or their duly, 
at. all seasonable hours, not loss than once in 
each month, to enter and oxamino each bake- 
shop or othor building in the city where bread 
is baked, deposited, or offered Tor side, anil alto 
to stop and examine any vehiclo carrying bread 
for salo In t be city, and, in the prcsonco of a 1 
loaet one witness, to inspect, weigh and oxam- 
ino all broad found 1 heroin, and If lho said in 
opoetor or any 0110 or more of tho said inspec- 
tors shall find any loaf or loavot of broad doll, 
cient In weight, or not conformablo to lho 
direel ions herein contained, Or ny partof them, 
hoor thoy shall immediately seize nnd conn's' 
onto lho same, and shall dispose of tbo same 
under the directions of the Mayor or Chairman 
of tho commlttoo ; provldod, always, Unit tho 
bread made over twelve liours, prior to inspec- 
tion and under twenty-four bonis, one-half 
outloo weight to bo allowed for eaeh 0110 pound 
loaf, or 0110 ounce for each two pound loaf; over 
twenty-four liours, double tho allowance in 
each case, respectively. 

10. Every vendor of brand shall keep scales 
and weights suitable for weighing of bread in a 
conspicuous place In his or her shop, nnd evory 
vondorof bread shall, when required b) any 
purchaser or puroh isurs thoroof, wolgli tho 
bread offorol by him or her for sale. 

sit. No person shall hinder, obstruct, of pro- 
VC.it tbo Market Superintendent, any Inspector 
or inspectors of bread in tho execution of his 



or their duty under tho provisions of this by- 
law. 

H.vt.K ok COAL. 

13, Every coal denier in the City of Victoria 
shall givo lo tho driver or person In charge of 
each load of coal sent out for delivery to a 
purohaser in tho said city a ticket signed by 
Biieh dealer or his agent, specifying tho true 
amount of coal contained in such load. 

13. Itslndl ho lawful for tho Market .Superin- 
tendent or any police officer to require that 
any load of' coal on its way from seller to buyer 
in said city shall bo weighed upon any of tho 
public scales of t ho city, or for tbo purchaser of 
any load of coul to require that tho samo shall 
be so weighed ; and the driiior or person in 
charge thereof shall thoreupon have the said 
load and vehiclo weighed separately at such 
scalo at tho expenso of tho party requiring 
sumo, nnd shall then and thero produce to tho 
weighmaster the ticket mentioned in the pre- 
ceding section of this by-law. 

ii. Any dealer who falsely states in tho 
ticket aforesaid the woight or amount of 
tho coal in any loud, and any porson who, 
upon request as aforesaid, refuses to have his 
load or vehiclo weighed, or produco his ticket 
to tbo weighmaster, shall bo subject to tho 
penalties of this by-law. 

OATTLE .MARKET. 

45. No horned cattle, calves, swine, sheep, 
horse, maro, colt, Qlly or gelding brought into 
tlio City of Vi torla for salo shall bo sold in 
any of tho public streets, or other placo In the 
said city, before thoy have boon at theeattlo 
market and the market foos have boon paid 
thereon, except such as may bo sold by any 
licensed auctioneer for tho Bald city upon his 
own premises, or at such other placo or places 
as tho City Council may, by any general regu- 
lation or resolution, describe for such purpose, 

1G. All animals exposed for salo or mnrlcet in 
the oattlo market shall be arranged in such 
order ns the Market Superintendent or his 
assistant shall direct, and bo fastened in tho 
stalls or to the plnco or places assigned for 
such purpose, 30 as to soouro them from doing 
injury to any porson, or being injured by each 
other. 

47. No porson or persons selling or exposing 
for sale on tho said market any live stuck 
whatsoever shall In any way Illtrent or bo 
guilty 'f cruolty towards the same, either by 
b'uiting them unmercifully or keeping thorn 
lying 011 tho ground with their foot tied. 

48. All persons offering or exposing for sale 
on said cattle market nny llvo stock shall ho 
subject to Btich market fees as tho Council 
may from time to time, by ro-olution, sot forth. 

OENERAL PROVISIONS, 

49. Tho Market Commlttoo shall have tho 
control of all tho ofllcors of the city employed 
in or about tho public market, and shall have 
the powor to make any regulations ns to> tho 
markets or tho leseesor occupants of the same, 
as to the officers of the city cmp'oyed there, 
and as to all persons attending or frequenting 
tho 9 imo, subject to approval of tho City 
Council. 

51. Evory person frequenting tho markets 
with articles of provision, fuel, farm or garden 
produce, of any kind, for sale, shall p'uco their 
wagon, or othor vehicle, in such order as the 
Market Superintendent shnll direct, and no 
person shall bo allowed to have any wagon, 
or othor vehicle, in tho luaikets, except in 
such places na may bo directed by the said 
Superintendent: nor shall any butcher or other 
porson, place, or tie, orallow to bo placed or 
tied upon any passage, pathway or read in or 
surrounding any market, any calf, fchocp, 
swine, or any other animal, 

51. In enso any persona sell, or exposo for 
sale, any goods, provisions, or other articles, 
control y to nny of tho provisions of this by- 
law, tho porson bo Offending shall, after 
being warned by the Market Super- 
intondent, or other person duly authorized 
shall bo summarily removed, together with bis 
goods, provisions or other urlicles out of tho 
public market or boundaries aforesaid, and 
every person or persons hindering, obstructing 
or molesting tiio said Superintendent, or other 
authorized porson aforesaid in the performance 
of ills duly, shall bo subject to the penalties of 
this by-law, and all butchers who resort to and 
use the public market now, or hereafter to ho 
established within this city, for tho purpose of 
carrj Ing on their trade or calling, or soiling, or 
disposing of artlclos in such markets, Bhall bo 
subject to the provisions of this by-law. 

52. No person. In any of tho public mnrkots 
of tbo city, shnll bo guilty of any lewd, lascivi- 
ous or disorderly conduct, or make any loud or 
boisterous noises, or use any profane or vulgar 
language, or stand about without business and 
obstruct tbo passage-ways of any market build- 
ings or places, or commit any nuisnnco, or do 
any act that is calculated to load to a broach of 
tho peace, or which lends to disturb tho good 
order and decorum thereof; nor shnll any per- 
son or peraons in charge of vvngona or other 
vehicles, or horses or cattle at I ached thereto, 
leave tho samo or assemble together on lho 
sidewalk, or wantonly snap their whips, or 
make a noiso or annoy, or insult persons pass- 
ing on the sidewalk or through tho morkot. 

5:i. No pers m shall resist, obsl ruct, molest, or 
intcrfcro with tho Market Supo intondent, or 
nny othor otlloor In charge of tho market. In 
the execution of his duty. 

51. All public fairs, agricultural exhibitions, 
or pot stock exhibitions hold In this city shall 
ho exempt from tho liability of nny tolls or feca 
frnposcd by virtue of this by-1 iw. and a 1 |livc 
st ek or farm or garden produce, in transit to 
or from such fair or oxhibi ion. Bhall he exempt 
from lho imposition of all such tolls or fees. 

65. The Council shall, by resolution from time 
lo time, set forth all tolls, rentals 1111 1 fees 
authorized for collection under tho provisions 
of this by-law. 

50. No bailiff or erior of Biuallwares or patent 
mcdieino shnll practice his or her calling upon 
the publia markots, or in any of the blreots con- 
tiguous thereto. 

57. No person shall bring wood to any public 
market and exposo I ho same ns a sample and 
offer or promise to deliver from his yard or 
yards, or any oilier yard or yards, anv quantity 
of wood which ho may claim to bo Blmllnrin 
qualll y or quantity; but shnll only expose it for 
sale, and, imm< dial oly on Its being sold, deliver 
same to the purchaser, and if nny Mich load or 
lo'idn of wood shall remain upon tho faid mar- 
ket, for a longer porlod th in thirty liours, tho 
owner or owners thereof shall bo again liable 
for tho further payment, of the measuring fees. 

5S. Any porson soiling within the city of Vic- 
toria milk adulterated with water, or any sub- 
stance whatovor, or tho compound known as 
" oleoinargerine" under tho namo of bulter, or 
shall offer or oxpo-C for kiiIo any other ad ul' or- 
ated article of food whatovor, Bit ill he liable to 
prosocution for Infraction of this by-law. 

59. No person shall post or lack to any weigh- 
house, or on or to any part of tho city or mar. 
ket building, any bills, notices, papers, posters 
or placards, and any person ho doing shall bo 
guilty of a breach of this by-law. 

Provldod that nothing herein shall prevent 
tho market superintendent from posting up 
notices for lho guidance of purchasers and 
others frequenting the market, or other notices 
having reference to the provisions of this by- 
law. 

(10. No empty cart, wagon or other vehicle 
shall he permitted to Btand on tho public mar- 
ket, but butchers and hucksters renting stalls 
in tho market shall bo allowed during business 



hours to place their delivery wagons opposite 
their roipectlvo stalls. In such a position as tho 
market superintendent may direct, and such 
horses or other animals as belong to, or may bo 
harnessed thereunto, shall be securely fastened 
by Weight or Othorwlso, and should any butcher, 
huckster, or his or their employe or person in 
charge neglect to so fasten their horse, horses 
or other animals, it shall bo considered an In- 
fraction of this by-law. 

111. The market superintendent, or polico 
officer, shall havo tho powor to romovo any 
empty vehicles, or other obstruction which 
may be standing upon the public market, and 
tho owner or owners thereof shall bo liable for 
tlio cost of eucIi removal in addition to tho 
ponnlty imposed by this by-law. 

62. No person shall leavo thomarkot with his 
load or loada until ho shall havo paid tho proper 
feo thereof, nor shall any load or loads bo 
permitted to remain on tho market over Sun- 
day. 

03, No person shall falsify, or alter, tho marks 
nmdo upon his lo id or vehicle by tho Market 
Superintendent or his assistants (if any) or ef- 
face the samo until lho contents of such vehicle 
havo been delivored. 

PENALTY, 

Any person or persons guilty of an infraclion 
of any of lho provisions of this by law shall, 
upon conviction therefor, in addition to tho 
penalties hereinbefore provided, forfeit and 
pay a penalty not exceeding the sum of fifty 
dollars and costs and nol less than two dollars 
and costs for each ofl'enco. 

APPENDIX TO BY-LAW NO. —

Division into Three Parts, so as

VAXCOllVEIt. 

Vancouver, Deo. 9. — This niornin 
Presbytery of Columbia resumed business, 
home missions being the chief topic of con- 
sideration. The Rev. Mr. McMillan was 
appointed to Mount Pleasant, ami the Rev. 
W. R. Ross, of Chilliwhack, is transferred 
to Sappertou. At the last meeting of tho 
Presbytery a committee was appointed to 
consider the advisability of dividing the 
Presbytery into three parts. The report 
was read und considered, and it was de- 
cided to recommend to the Griieral Assem- 
bly that tho following division be made: 
The Upper Country Presbytery to consist of 
Donald, Revelstoke, Kelson, Kootenay, 
Spallumeheon, Kettle River, Vernon and 
Okanagun, Kumloops, North Bend, Nicola 
Valley. The Vancouver Presbytery to in- 
clude St. Andrew's, First Presbyterian 
Church, 7'on Church, Mount Pleasant, Van- 
couver, St. Andrew's and West Church, 
Now Westminster, Sappurton, Rich- 
mond, Delta, Surrey, Rosedile and 
Island, Mount Lehman, Chilliwhack, 
Wharnock and Lungley. The Victoria 
presbytery to include St. Andrew's, First 
Presbyterian and Victoria West churches, 
Victoria; Nunaimo, Wellington, Comox, 
Metchosin und Sooke. The stated cause of 
the desire for a division is owing to the 
rapid growth of tho country during the 
past four years, and also to a wish to have 
a synod in the Province, instead of being 
connected with one 1 ,500 miles away. Rev. 
A. W. Lewis, of Agassiz, has resigned, 
with intention of returning East. 

At a committee meeting of the Rugby 
football club it was decided to play the 
match against Victoria, on Saturday, 
at Hustings. A special train will be 
arranged for and a rattling good game 
expected. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, B.C., Dec. f).— Some 
excitement was caused at Yale a few days 
ago by two Chinamen striking what was 
supposed to bo a " living well " of mercury. 
They were excavating round tho lock on 
the shore known us "Steamboat rook," 
when, at a depth of six feet from the sur- 
face, they struck the quicksilver. The news 
spread about, and all Vale was wild for a 
time. The Chinamen took out eight pounds 
ot the mercury and then the well gave out. 
It is supposed to have been lost by men 
working the same spot years ago. 

An Indian fisherman, living on Musqueam 
reserve, at the mouth of North Arm, was 
robbed, a few days ago, of something over 
81,000 in cash and two shot-guns. The rob- 
bery was committed by two white men, 
who were observed leaving the reserve 
about the time the robbery must have 
been committed. The Indian and his fam- 
ily were absent, and, before leaving, had 
secured the doors in the usual manner. On 
their return, they found the door had been 
forced, the hiding place of the money dis- 
covered, und t he whole amount, which ia a. 
trifle under $1,100, carried away, together 
with two guns. The robbers were evi- 
dently acquainted with the Indian, and 
knew of the money, which he kept in the 
house, as they had no difficulty in laying 
their bunds on it. The sufferer by this 
robbery is a well-known Indian fisherman, 
who is noted fur his industry and sobriety. 
Officers are on the track of the guilty par- 
ties, und will probably bring them to jus- 
tice, if they do notget across the boundary 
too soon. 

KOKSIL III. 

Koksilah, Dec. 9.— The highest flood of 
the season is just over. Tho water caused 
considerable damage to roads and bridges, 
m many places washing the roadbed away 
and making the thoroughfare impassable. 
Several of the ranchers are imprisoned in 
their houses, und it will be several days be- 
fore they can venture out. 

The Cowichan Dancing and Literary club 
held the most successful entertainment of 
the season, last Fiiday night. There were 
twenty couples present, and, ufter songH 
and recitations galore, the room was cleared 
for dancing, which was kept up until morn- 
ing. 

The Indians around here arc in a high 
state of excitement over the disappearance 
of one of their companions. It is supposed 
that some one gave him whiskey, anil after- 
wards robbed und did away with him. No 
truce has yet been found.

In this instance, whether or not an in 
dividual Trustee — the chairman acted hide 
pendently of and in defiance of a resolution 
is :i question of fact somewhat outside the 
scope of an opinion upon a question of law 

Upon a perusal of the documents submit 
ted to us, we find that seurcely any of the 
acts charged against tho chairman are ad- 
mitted, but on the contrary are directly do 
nied by him. 

Wo do not understand that you have re 
quested us to assume the functions of a 
jury to measure the degree of credibility to 
be attached to the various charges and 
answers, and to decide upon tho proponder 
unco of evidence. 

Till-: SCHOOL TROUBLES. 

The Council went into committee of tho 
whole on the quest ion of the school troubles, 
the Mayor in the chair. 1 

Aid. Richards moved Ids resolution (al 
ready published in tho Colonist), condemn 
ing the action of Chairman Hayward, as 
having exceeded his duties, und calling tor 
the cancellation of his appointment. 

Aid. Robertson seconded the motion. 

Aid. Renouf regretted that the matter 
had been brought before the Council. He 
thought such disputes were calculated 
to injure the best interests of the schools. 
If tho trustees devoted their attention to 
improving education instead of quibbling 
over little matters such as these, it would 
be better for themselves, tho teachers, and 
and education generally. 

Aid. Richards defended his uetiou in 
the matter. 

Aid. McKillican thought it a pity that 
the City Council should have been drawn 
into tho controversy. He did not think 
that Mr. Hayward had exceeded his duties 

Aid. Smith thought that the members of 
t lie school hoard ought to have settled the 
dispute among themselves, instead of coming 
to the council with their troubles. While 
he did not approve of the action of Mr. 
Hayward, he thought it was going a step 
too far to move for his dismissal. 

Aid. Mnnn thought the resolution too 
sweeping, but expressed an opinion that the 
chairman should have used his powers more 
discreetly. 

Aid. Richards — It amounts to this, tint 
you either support the chairman or support 
the representatives of this council on the 
school board. Aid. Renouf says tho matter 
should never have been brought before this 
council, but Aid. Renouf wus consulted on 
the matter before this course was taken, and 
his expression was "Bring it before the 
council, and if he is wrong we'll lire him." 
There were other members of the council 
consulted on llio matter before the action 
wus taken, and they also spoke strongly- 
very strongiy— on the point. 

Aid. Smith— Name ! name! 

Aid. Richards— Well, the Mayor. He 
was consulted, und his advice was to bring 
the matter before the council. 

The Mayor explained his action. Certain 
lepresentations had been made to him, und 
his advice was — bring the matter before the 
board of trustees, ami if you cannot settle it 
there, then come before the council. His 
opinion was that Mr. Hayward had ex- 
ceeded his duty, but, in so doing, he be- 
lieved he wus acting in the best interests of 
the schools. He was also of opinion that 
Mr. Hayward did not do what wus right in 
mentioning names in the cases of alleged 
truancy. 

Aid. Richards — Would you have acted us 
Mr. Hayward did if you were in his place? 

The Mayor— I do not think I would, 

Aid. Renouf explained that when he ad- 
vised thut the mutter be brought before the 
Council, he had only heard one side of the 
story. Mr. Hayward subsequently explain- 
ed tho business in quite a dilfereut way. 

Aid. Munn moved that the litter clause 
of the resolution be struck out, making it 
read simply that Mr. Hay ward had exceeded 
his duty. 

Tho amendment was carried, Aid. Munn, 
Smith, Robertson, and Richards voting for 
it ; the nays being Aid. Renouf und Hol- 
land. 

Aid. Munn next moved that, in exceeding 
his duty, Mr. Hayward acted with the best 
intentions. This also carried. 

Chairman Hayward, who with Trustee 
McLaughlin were the only members of the 
School Hoard present, said Hint, under the 
circumstances, there was no course open to 
him hut to resign. 

Aid. Renouf— Just what the Trustees 
want. 

Chairman Hayward— Exactly. 

The committee rose and reported, their 
action, being confirmed by council. 

Aid. Renouf said ho had been surprised 
to have a hill presented to the Finance com- 
mittee for 81,000 for desks supplied. 

Aid. Richards — And in a day or two you 
will have another Sl.flOO. 

Aid, Renouf— We won't pay it. 

The Mayor— They did well to hand over 
the schools before they incurred Litis expense 
for deskn.*j 

The Council adjourned at 11:25 p.m.
